Laird warned today that the 
government may have to draft 
young men whose deferments 
have expired if Congress fails 
to extend the authority to draft 
others.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Liv- 


ing costs climbed six-tenths of 
one per cent in June for the 
sharpest rise in 15 months, the 
government said today in a re- 
port that spelled bad news for 
President 
Nixon's efforts 
to 


curb inflation. 


Grocery prices showed the 


sharpest rise, nine-tenths of one 
per cent, for the month, said 
the report by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. 


Transportation costs were up 


seven-tenths of one per cent, 
housing 
six-tenths, 
medical 


care four-tenths and recreation 
three-tenths, it said. 


The over-all increase pushed 


the Consumer Price Index up to 
121.5 of its 1967 base of 100. 
This meant it took $12.15 last 
month for every $10.000 worth 
of typical family purchases 
four years ago. 


The six-tenths of one per cent 


rise was the biggest since April 
1970. On a seasonally adjusted 
basis, the bureau figured the 
rise at five-tenths of one per 
cent, the second sharpest in- 
crease on that basis on seven 
months. 


The report said the rise in 


living costs in the second quar- 
ter of the year was 5.3 on an 
annual rate, a quickening of the 
pace of inflation from the first 
quarter of the year. 


There were price increases 


for poultry, fruits, vegetables, 
beef and dairy products that 
were larger than usual for 
June, the bureau said. 


Egg prices fell sharply and 


pork prices showed a smaller 
than usual increase for the 
month. 


The bureau also reported that 


average earnings for some 45 
million 
rank-and-file 
workers 


rose $1.74 to $127.57 per week in 
June and that after deduction 
for federal taxes and the rise in 
living costs purchasing power 
was still seven-tenths of one 
per cent higher. 


The report said it was the 


sixth straight month that work- 
ers' purchasing power rose and 
was 1.8 per cent above a year 
earlier, but still one per cent 
below the record high of Sep- 
tember 1968. 


About 41,500 workers with 


cost-of-living clauses based on 
the government index will get 
pay increases based on the 
June report ranging from' one 
to nine cents per hour figured 
over varying period. 


Another 4,500 workers with 


cost-of-living labor clauses will 
get no further increases be- 
cause they have already 
re- 


ceived the maximum set in 
their contracts.

Vaccination 
Continues 
in Okla. 


OKIJWOMA CITY (AP) - 


Oklahoma veterinarians moved 
quickly Thursday from ranch to 
ranch over the state, continuing 
their vaccination of Oklahoma 
horses in an effort to protect 
them from a deadly strain of 
sleeping sickness. 


The vaccination program be- 


gan in Oklahoma two days ago 
after an embargo on shipment 
of horses into this state from 
Texas where 1,149 horses have 
died of Venezuelan Equine En- 
cephalyomyelitis (VEE). 


Serum for vaccination of Ok- 


lahoma horses arrived in the 
state Tuesday from Maryland. 
Dr. Sewell Skelton of Stillwater, 
in charge of reporting vaccina- 
tion statistics to federal 
offi- 


cials, said 40,832 Oklahoma ani- 
mals had been vaccinated by 
noon Thursday. He said reports 
were incomplete from three in- 
noculation centers in the Okla- 
homa Panhandle, where a spot 
check showed at least 5,000 
doses administered by mid-day. 


Johnnie King, federal 
live- 


stock inspector at Guymon, in 
the Oklahoma Panhandle, said 
quarantined horses in that area 
received their second shots ear- 
ly Thursday as vets moved to 
get a large number of Texas 
out of danger. 


The horses crossed the bor- 


der into Oklahoma from Texas 
just prior to issuance of the Ok- 
lahoma embargo, which limits

Ovulation 
usually persists about two 
years after the menses dis- 
appear. 


The best way to approach 


the problem is to have a doc- 
tor, 
usually a gynecologist, 


do some tests to find out if 
you are still ovulating or not. 
The characteristics of the 
m u c u s from the cervix 
changes at time of ovulation. 
Studies of the mucus helps 
identify if ovulation still oc- 
curs. 


Another helpful method is 


to study the oral tempera- 
ture daily. The temperature 
should be taken the first 
thing before getting out of 
bed or doing anything that 
disturbs the basal or resting 
state. During the complete 
menstrual cycle the daily 
temperature 
falls reaching 


its lowest point at the time 
of ovulation. Then the tem- 
perature rises sharply about 
0.8 degrees F and stays at 
that level until menstruation 
begins. If the woman who 
has stopped 
menstruating 


still has a temperature curve 
of ovulation it is likely she 
is still ovulating and can get 
pregnant.

Vaccine 
May Cause 
Disease 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Vac- 


cine shipped by the case to 
Texas and surrounding states 
to fight a disease 
ravaging 


thousands of horses may con- 
tribute to its spread, says a for- 
mer 
germ-warfare 
scientist 


who helped develop the drug. 


Dr. Frank Hardy, now a viro- 


logist with the Food and Drug 
Administration, said in an in- 
terview the vaccine could—in 
theory—become 
a 
virulent 


agent itself. 


He urged controlled vaccina- 


tion studies in states not yet af- 
fected 
by 
the 
Venezuelan 


equine encephalomyelitis that 
already has killed 1,132 horses 
in Texas. Nearly 1,500 horses 
are sick from the disease. 


Hardy said blood tests, in- 


cluding one he developed, are 
available to determine if the 
VEE virus in the vaccine can 
revert to its "wild" state. 


The vaccine was developed 


by Army scientists in the early 
1960s in a project that turned 
out an anti-human biological- 
warfare weapon consisting of 
live viruses that would produce 
VEE, 
a brain disease Hardy 


said would leave "an enemy 
damn sick without killing him." 


The 
46-year-old scientist 


speaks from experience. 


He said he and other workers 


at the Army's now-disbanded 
laboratories at Fort Detrick, 
Md., 
were sickened from ex- 


posure to live virus in the 
course of their work. 


"It's like the worst case of 


flu you ever had," he said. 
"There's 
intense 
headache, 


with aches and general malaise 
all over the body—and some 
people have a tremendously 
high fever of up to 104 degrees 
for about a week. 


"And 
the recuperative period 


after the disease is often very 
long—up to three weeks." 


But he said there were no fa- 


talities 
among 
the 
Detrick 


workers because the malady, 
though debilitating, is rarely 
lethal in man. In contrast, it's 
often fatal in horses—first pro- 
ducing a form of "sleeping 
sickness," followed by painful 
death within 72 hours. 


The vaccine now in use is for 


humans only, none has been de- 
veloped for horses. In Texas, 29 
cases of human infection by 
VEE have been confirmed. 


Hardy stressed that while 


there is still no obvious evi- 
dence the vaccine could spread 
the mosquito-borne disease, its 
use should be monitored care- 
fully 
by state 
and 
federal 


health officials.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Commerce Department is plan- 
ning to begin monthly readings 
of the Gross National Product 
within the fiscal year in hopes 
of giving the government 
a 


quicker and better glimpse of 
the nation's economy. 


The department's Office of 


Business 
Economics 
says it 


plans to make the changeover 
from the quarterly system of 
supplying estimates for Gross 
National Product—output of the 
nation's goods and services and 
broadest measure of the econo- 
my. 


A number of economists in 


government said switching to a 
monthly GNP estimate would 
IHp White House policymakers 
spot trends in the economy and, 
if necessary, change policy al- 
most two months sooner than 
imiirr the present system. 


"I think it's a help because it 


•nil enable a faster policy re- 
sponse," said Murray Weiden- 
tiauin, assistant Treasury sec- 
i.'iary for economic affairs. 


Since the 1940s, the govern- 


ment has compiled GNP four 
tunes a year. Each reading 
usually is made available 15 
d;iys after the quarter has end- 
f<i, the time lag being neces- 
sary for compilation of raw fig- 
iiu-s collected by the Census 
Bur.-au ajid other agencies.

ly, none provides the scope of
